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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3 and 5-14 are allowed. 

2. Upon further consideration of Applicant's arguments and the disclosure of previously 
applied reference FR 2820108 (see page 5, lines 19-22 of the English translation ofFR '108), a 
ballasted fluke of an anchor has been interpreted as a fluke with an additional quantity of 
material that causes the fluke to have a substantially non-uniform thickness, wherein the 
additional quantity of material may or may not be formed integrally with the fluke. 

By inference, therefore, an unballasted fluke is interpreted as a fluke that has at least a 
substantially uniform - or constant - thickness. 

3. In view of the above described meaning of the term "unballasted anchor", the following is 
an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not show or teach, alone or in combination, an asymmetric 
boat anchor comprising a shank and an unballasted fluke, the unballasted fluke having a tip and 
a back with a curved edge, the shank mounted on the half portion of the unballasted fluke near 
to the tip and having an opening at an end opposite the fluke; wherein an edge of the shank 
away from the tip of the fluke is curved; and wherein. the opening is offset from a plane tangent 
to the back edge of the fluke and to the edge of the shank.
